MB. HANLEY MAKES SEVER \t. SUGGESTIONS. 


I regret that I can not make an original or practical suggestion for the 
benefit of Coshoeton in which my friends would agree or the critics will not 
tear asunder; therefore I will simply try and-repeat some of the things which 
many ethers have probably used before and which I will approve and agree 
with.As we are only a village, our ideas will have to be confined to things that 
a village may hope for with the view tbat some day we may be a city. 
When we look over tbe enormous growth of some of; our great cities and 
ask the question, "Why such growth?" the answer without any exception is, 
that they have some natural advantages. Some of these vve too.have, such as 
minerals, waterways and railroads.. Our railroads need room for development 
and our waterways are badly in need of .improvement. ; • 
We need first-class shipping facilities to ma&e it an inducement for large 
manufacturing concerns to locate with us, and the present congested condi- 
tion of'one of our railroads is such that there is not one; available space in- 
side the city limits where a large manufacturing plant could be located with- 
out interfering very much with our residence property; .therefore I believe 
that there should be a belt line around all towns where it is possible and 
ours in particular. There could be a railroad line built intersecting the Wal- 
honding, extend south from the waterworks along the riyqr bank through our 
corporatioa.opening a valuable terltory for manufacturing; concerns. 
An improvement of this nature would enable iis to furnish those seeking 
locations a suitable place or location along this line. 
I would favor moving the present boundary line two'tniles west of where 
it now is and build a bridge at the west end of Main street. In so doing it 
would give the west portion of our village an opportunity to develop, in 
which event it would equalize our growth around that portion of our town 
that is now considered the center and business part. I would favor the im- 
proving of the Muskingum fiver that we may have the benefit offia waterway. 
I.would favor the buiiaing of two miles of good roads beginning in Co- 
shoeton arid extending towards;four different points-making half mile each 
way for each year and in a few years we will have good roads and paid for and 
no one hurt.

A SOLAR ECLIPSE 


Presents Exceptional Opportunity for Mak- 


ing Observations of the Sun. 


The astronomer's program for to- 
morrow carries an event of interest in 
the form of an eclipse of the sun. Un- 
fertunately the event occurs about 12 
hours too late to be visible in America 
so the scientists who are to study the 
event have taken their stations at 
various points along the path of the 
shadow. The course of the eclipse 
starts on the east coast of Africa and 
crosses the Indian ocean, touching 
Madagascar, in the direction of the 
East Indies. 
The most favorable 
point of observation is Sumatra where 
extensive 
preparations have been 
made. 
The width of the shadow and the 
great length of time the eclipse re- 
mains total are the special features. 
The duration is usually 2kminutes but 
in this case it will be about six, due to 
the extreme nearness of the moon to 
the earth. This will permit operat- 
ors to obtain pbotogrnphs of much 
longer exposure than have ever been 
obtained, and will possibly lead to the 
location of some small planets near 
the sun. Many years will pass before 
so favorable an opportunity for tbe 
study of an eclipse will be offered.

NO GRADE CROSSINGS 


For Electric Lines Over Pennsyl- 


vania Company Track. 


AN 
ENGINEER WAS IN TOWN 


Routes of the Proposed 


Roads Into CoshoctoM— Will Make 


Competition. 


The Pennsylvania company is so 
opposed to grade crossing that it will 
Jo all in its power to prevent electric 
lines projected for this section from 
crossing its tracks except above or be- 
low their level. 
This fact was brought out by a visit 
to the city Wednesday afternoon of 
an engineer fronv the Pittsburg office. 
He came to investigate the probable 
number of crossings in this city and 
vicinity when the proposed lines .are 
built. He stated that his company 
was opposed to grade crossings of any 
kind, but had a particular antipathy 
to electric line crossings of tnis kind. 
Many accidents, resulting in loss to 
the company, have occurred and it is 
its purpose to make no death traps 
if it can be avoided while the new 
lines are in process of construction. 
This course, the company believes, 
will be generally indorsed by the 
traveling public as it reduces danger 
and prevents damage action t. 
The engineer also obtained infor- 
mation regarding the 
routes 
Ly 
which the lines are to enter Coshou- 
ton-and was interested because the 
Canton & Akron will parallel the Pan 
Handle from Uhrichsviile to Goshoc- 
ton, and the Newark, Zanesville & 
Coshoeton will be built within sight 
of the great railroad between this city 
and Newark. He acknowledged that 
the construction of the lines would 
mean a battle for passenger traffic. 
One question on which the engineer 
was anxious to obtain information 
was whether the electric companies 
were buying right of way through 
farms or were using county routes as 
the basis of application for franchises. 
This was brought out by the fact that 
the Everett-Moore syndicate is buying 


of way, and thus becomes a nnre 
formidable competitor. There can be 
no restriction as to .speed on land tbe 
syndicate owns and tbe route will be 
more direct. It is stated that the 
line between Cleveland and Detroit 
will bear trains traveling at' the rate 
of 60 miles an hour, and special cars 
willbe fitted with motors that wil] 
move at even greater speed. 


WILL BE BUILT. 


it Is Stated That the Newark, Zanesyille & 


Coshocion Has Been Financed. 


The statement Is made,and it comes 


from a high authority, that the New- 
ark, Zanesville & Coshoeton Traction 
company have arranged with eastern 
capital to finance tbe road. 
This 
means the line will be built. 
Some 
trouble is being experienced in Zanes- 
ville in securing a franchise, but it is 
believed the company will be success- 
ful. 


Engineers have gone over the route 
again, and the survey is complete. The 
entire line will be in the valley with 
no engineering problems to solve ex- 
cept the big line at Hanover. The en- 
gineers say it can be crossed without 
difficulty.

IN A LITTLE SCANDAL 


The French Minister of Justice 


Is Said to Be Involved.

RESIGNATION NOW EXPECTED.

Paris, May 16.—The return of the 


Marquis De Lur-Saluces and the al- 
leged exposition of a scandal affecting 
M. Monis. the French minister of jus- 
tice, are two incidents that are dis- 
turbing the political calm. In conse- 
quence of the exposure, it is reported 
M. Mouis will resign. 


It appears that a German firm, ex- 


hibiting brandy at the recent exposi- 
tion, was excluded from an award by 
the jur>; of awards on account of the 
appearance of their bottled brandy 
and the label employed, which were 
regarded 
as 
unfair imitations of 


French cognac- 
Nevertheless 
this 


Csrnian firm was included in the list 
of those awarded gold medals in the 
official journal. The Libre 
Parole 


points out that M. Monis was the hon- 
orary president of the concern exhib- 
iting this class of alcoholic product, 
and insinuates that he is responsible 
for the forgery, by which he person- 
ally profits. 


The return of the "Marquis De Lur- 


Saluces is characterized by the min- 
isterial press as a supreme maneuver 
by the rovalist and religious congre- 
gations to delay the senate's action on 
the law of associations, as it is im- 
agined the senate will be obliged to 
suspend its legislative work in order 
to immediately convert itself into a 
high court. The ministerial newspa- 
pers predict, however, that this ma- 
neuver will fail, because the senate 
will dispose of the law of associations 
first, and even assist the government 
by hastening the adoption of the bill. 
The Marqis'De Lur-Saluces has not 
yet been arrested, and is not likely to 
he until Friday, this being a holiday. 


The Royalist .agent, M. Buffet, is 


now in Geneva, where he is confer- 
ring with the Duke of Orleans. 
This 


would indicate that the return of the 
Marquis De Lur-Saluces is part of a 
pre-arranged scheme of Royalist agi- 
tation. 


Applied the Salve. 


Peking, May 'Hi.—Dr. Mumm Von 


Schwartzenstein gave a' farewell ban- 
quet to General Chaffee, at which he 
paid a grateful tribute to the Ameri- 
cans and to their conduct during their 
stay in China. Replying to the com- 
pliments of the Gorman minister, Gen- 
eral Chaffee said: "Some of my most 
pleasant memories of China win be 
of my association with the Germans, 
and I shall always esteem mj self for- 
tunate in having been able to meet 
and admire that grand old man, Count 
Von Waldersee. I hope he will see 
his way to return to Germany through 
the United States." Count Von Wai-1 
dersee. who seemed deeply touched, 
said he hoped it would be possible 
for him to do as General Chaffee had 
suggested. 


Explosion at an Arsenal. 


Peking. May 16.-—An explosion at 


the arsenal in Kaigan wounded one 
German 
officer 
and four 
privates. 


Three German privates are missing. 
It is suppocod that they were blown 
to pieces. The Germans generally be- 
lieve that the Chinese intentionally 
committed the outrage, although evi- 
dence to substantiate this view is lack- 
ing. 
A thorough investigation will be 


made.

were conducting 


their prisoner to the rear Cole Younger 
and Frank James, both of whom knew 
the boy well, stopped the party. 


James and Younger prevailed upon 


the guards to turn Elkins over to thym, 
promising to be responsible for the 
prisoner. While the company was rid 
ing along leisurely a bugle call -was 
blown, and the horsemen were soon 
in a gallop. 
Cole Youuger turned to 


Elkius and said: "About half a mile 
farther we are going to come to the 
forks of the road. 
We will take the 


right hand. You put the spurs to your 
horse and take the left or you are a 
dead man as sure as your name is 
Steve Elkins." 
Elkins needed no fur 


ther encouragement. When the parting 
of the ways was reached, he lay down 
flat upon his horse's back, plunged the 
spurs in and got well out of danger 
before he was missed by anybody but 
the men who connived at his escape.

Two claims for indemnity growing 


out of the blowing up of the Maine 
which have been filed with the Spanish 
claims commission 
may 
bring 
the 


whole question of responsibility for 
the destruction of the Maine before- 
that tribunal, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. Senator Chandler, 
the president of the c> umission, after 
reading the briefs i,. >ue cases, believes 
that the body over which he presides 
has jurisdiction. 


The question at issue is whether 


Spain or the United States is responsi- 
ble for the damage indicted in the do- 
siruction of the battleship. If Spain, 
then the United States, having assum- 
ed responsibility for claims growing 
out of the disorders in Cuba, will be 
held liable. If the destruction of the 
Maine was not due to Spanish agen- 
cies, but to some internal accident or 
defect, then the claim coujd not proper- 
ly come before the Spanish claims com- 
mission, and no claim for damages 
would hold. 


The singular feature of the business 


Is that, the Inw officers of the United 
States government 
In opposing the 


claim may be compelled to take the po- 
sition that Spain was not responsible 
for the blowing up of the Maine and 
that the report of the Sampson 
art of 


Inquiry was not a final determination 
of the question for the purposes of law. 
It will be the first time that the subject 
bas ever been considered with all the 
rules of evidence before a Judicial tri- 
bunal. 


A UNIQUE FUND 


Because of It the Citizen* Do Sot 


Have to fny Taxea. 


The village of Prairie du Rochfir 


Ills., has a func! that is unique. This 
little town, which is located In Ran 
dolph county a few miles northwest of 
Chester, not far from the Mississipp 
rirer, was founded in 1722. 


What were long known as the "com- 


mon Selds" of Prairie du Rocber were 
granted to the village in 1730 by Jean 
Baptiste St. Therse. a nephew of Gov- 
ernor Boibraint, then the supreme poW' 
er in the territory of Louisiana. 


The early French settlers held the 


possession of their land In common. A 
tract of land was fixed upon for a com- 
mon field, in which all the inhabitants 
were interested. To each villager waa 
assigned a portion, the size depending 
upon the number of his family. 


Fixed times were assigned for plow- 


ing, sowing, harvesting and other agri- 
cultural operations. 


The land was usually granted to eacb 


villager in long, narrow strips, partly, 
it is said, from an old custom in France 
ami I),T!I;U>S to Insure more efficient 
pruu.'euua Lij^irist Indians or other foes 
w!;l!o ensnared in the arduous work of 
i:I;;r!- the ground. A feui-i- surrounded 
the whole inclosure, but the individual 
loi -i v.'cro nc! divided from each other. 


P.i-sif!Q :hc common 
Held another 


tra<-t of land was laid oSf as the com- 
mons. All the villagers had free access 
to tliis :is> a place of pasture for their 
stock. From this they drew their sup- 
ply of fuel. 


In 1S~>2 a portion of this land was 


lonsfd fur 90 years, and a part of it was i 
sold. 
From these transactions several 


thousand dollars were realized,and this: 
Fund 
is controlled by a special com- 


mittee of villagers. 
The money was 


loaned for a long term of years to farm- 
ers in Randolph county at interest, 
payable annually. 


Krom this source the village derives 


so much money that the 600 inhabit- 
ants are almost wholly exempt from 
taxation, all because of an Idea more 
than 170 years old of sharing things in 
ooturjon.
